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State Guard Spends Night In Camp 


Andover Contingent Learns How To Play 


The Old Army Game In Methuen Manoeuvres 


Sleeping inside a cold armory all night with the wind whist- 
ling around their army blankets, marching with packs all the 
way to Methuen, guards posted, lectures by the commanding 
officers—yes, it was army life with all the fixings for some 
twenty Andover fellows last Saturday night, when four com- 
panies of the 24th Infantry, Massachusetts State Guard, held 


an overnight encampment on 
armory. 


They had been warned before 
they left their Lawrence headquar- 
ters that afternoon that they were 
in for a real workout, and, after 
maching about five miles to their 
destination, they were ready to be- 
lieve it. Communiques penetrat- 
ing to Andover said that the lines 
of men in front waiting for foot re- 
pair work of the first aid station, 
were longer than those of movie 
box offices back home on Sunday 
night. 

Seriously, though, the field work 
which turned out to be more of a 
field workout was a most interest- 
ing experience for the fifteen or 
more Andover members of the con- 
tingent. Their first army encamp- 
ment found them living among 
army discipline and the army sys- 
tem, and they found it unbeatable. 


HALT! WHO GOES THERE? 

There were incidents, of course, 
which gave them a good bit of fun. 
Lieut. Col. Edward Sirois of Law- 
rence, for instance, now with the 
YD at Camp Edwards, but a fa- 
miliar figure at the Methuen armory 
for the past twenty years, found 
that even he couldn’t get past the 
alert sentries who had ‘been posted 
to serve during the night. Company 
D’s Elroy Richardson, of Lawrence, 
made him go through the whole 
military routine before letting him 
enter the armory. To Lieut. Col. 
Sirois, it was like being locked out 
of his own home. 

No, it was a case of all work and 
no play. The boys had quite a ses- 
sion around the barracks piano Sat- 
urday night, with several of them 
doing pretty well at making the 
rafters ring with song. It was said 
afterwards that you could hear 
them as far as—oh well, let it go. 


The real business of the field day 
and bivouac, however, was learn- 
ing how to do things the army way, 
and the men of the four state guard 
companies managed to pick up 
quite a lot in the twenty-four hours 
they were encamped. 

SIX MILES ON FOOT 

They learned how to walk, for 
one thing. Setting out from the 
Lawrence armory around 2:30 Sat- 
urday afternoon, they swung up 
Essex street, down to Water street, 
then all the way out to the Methuen

armory on the Lowell boulevard. 
That, they were ready to agree, is 
no mean hike. 

Shortly after their arrival, re- 
treat was sounded, and the men, 
and such spectators as had gath- 
ered to watch the cermony, par- 
ticipated in the exercises of lower- 
ing the flag. By that time, supper 
was ready, and they proved their 
adeptness at what the military call 
a mopping up operation. 

Until 9:30 that night, the men 
were on their own, and spent the 
time in looking over the situation, 
and indulging in the impromptu 
song festival already alluded to. 
By 10:30, they were snug in their 
beds. 


UP WITH THE SUN 

“Snug” may be a misleading term. 
The night was cool, but the regu- 
lation army blankets were hot and 
prickly. The strangeness of the 
surroundings themselves was 
enough to make their sleep a little 
uneasy. At any rate, most of them 
were awake and ready to go at the 
crack of dawn, a fortunate thing, 
as that was precisely what was 
expected of them. 

At 6:30 Sunday morning, when 
even the roosters were yawning. 
the guardsmen awoke to the in- 
evitable bugle, and, after a brief 
inspection, they were ready for 
breakfast—all right, then, “‘mess” 
—at 7:30. At 8:15, services were 
held for all the denominations rep- 
resented by the guardsmen, in tem- 
porary quarters in the armory. 

Next on the pogram was prac- 
tice and instruction on the firing 
range, as illustrated on our front 
cover. Guardsmen heard Captain 
Henry Patnaude, commanding of- 
ficer of the Methuen company, de- 
scribe the methods of prone, sit- 
ting, kneeling, and off-hand, or 
standing, range firing positions. 
The captain, by the way, is consid- 
ered a rifle expert, as well as one

REAL MARKSMEN IN OUTFIT 


Under his tutelage, the guards- 
men are rapidly rounding into 
shape as good riflemen. Last week, 
they reported at the Lawrence arm- 
ory to qualify on the inside range, 
each man firing thirty rounds in 
all the different shooting positions. 
Giving some evidence that they 
have Daniel Boone blood flowing 
somewhere in their veius, all of 
them passed with flying colors, and 
are now eligible to take the con- 
siderably harder tests on the out- 
side range at Camp Curtis Guild, 
Wakefield. 


The rifle instruction just about 
concluded the agenda for Sunday. 
After having dinner in the armory, 
the men lined up for another brief 
assembly, and then were dismissed. 
Walk back to Lawrence? No sir— 
these seasoned campaigners knew 
what that was like, and made the 
return trip in the comparative com- 
fort of army trucks. 


THIRTEEN REPRESENTED 
ANDOVER 


All the Andover men making the 
trip were members of Company D, 
which has its headquarters in Law- 
rence. Its commanders, Captain 
Clyde A. White and Lieut. Ray- 
mond G. Mowat, are both Andover 
men. The others representing this 
town are the company’s three cor- 
porals, Irving J. Whitcomb, George 
A. Porter and Walworth Johnson, 
and Privates Andrew Baillie, Rob- 
ert V. Deyermond, Winslow Dun- 
nelle, Allen M. Flye, Edward Mc- 
abe, William Tammany, James 
Platt and Richard Wrigley. Several 
other members of the company 
from Andover were unable to make 
ithe trip. 


The whole idea of the State 
Guard, of course, is to replace the 
National Guard units, now in the 
federal service, in such local emer- 
gencies as fires, riots, strikes, and 
floods. Company D was formed 
last April, and consists, at present, 
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the company commanders.

Its full quota is 45, and 
Andover men wishing to enlist in 
the company will be accepted until 
the quota is filled. 


THOSE SNAPPY UNIFORMS 


The State Guard is made up 
strictly of volunteers, and there 
is no pay offered for their services. 
They are, of course, supplied with 
complete equipment, consisting of 
rifle belts, packs, .30 calibre En- 
field rifles and regulation bayonets. 
Their uniform is quite distinct 
from army dress, and includes for- 
est green trousers and jacket, 
brown shoes, khaki shirt, black tie, 
and green campaign hat. The whole 
outfit is as natty as it is service- 
able. 


Col. Frank Gibbs, commander of 
the regiment, reviewed the An- 
dover men’s company for the first 
time Sunday, and remarked that 
the enthusiasm and interest shown 
by the guardsmen give all the evi- 
dence that in a short time, in spite 
of the fact that they are able to 
drill only two nights a week, they 
will form a well-organized and ef- 
ficient emergency force. 


Though the four State Guard 
companies hereabouts are all in- 
fantry, Company D is called the 
special weapon outfit. It contains 
a picked emergency squad of nine 
men, staffed by a lieutenant, ser- 
geant and corporal, whose function 
is to offer immediate aid in any 
emergency, and form a temporary 
stop-gap till the whole available 
manpower can be brought into po- 
sition. 

Drills are held every Monday at 
the Lawrence armory, beginning 
at 7:30 in the evening, and lasting 
about two hours. In addition, a 
non-commissioned officers school is 
held every Thursday. which any 
soldier may attend to prepare him- 
self for a more advanced rating. 


NOW READY FOR 
ADVANCED TRAINING 


The group has, by now, complet- 
ed the Abbott and Costello stage of 
their ttraining, and can no longer 
be classed as raw recruits. How- 
ever, new enrollees will find it 
fairly easy to catch up, as they will 
receive individual attention from

So it was that, when the news 
began to get around last Monday, 
that Andover’s first new piece of 
equipment in several years was 
due to arrive at the Central Fire 
Station, practically every made citi- 
zen with a few minutes to spare 
dropped by to take a look at the 
new ladder truck. 


William Starr, master mechanic 
of the (Boston office of the Ameri- 
can LaFrance company, makers of 
the new truck, and several mem- 
bers of the local fire department, 
gave an informal demonstration of 
the method of operating the new 
piece while an interested gather- 
ing looked on. The chief feature 
seemed to be an aerial ladder, 65 
feet long, which may be extended 
to any height, from any angle, and 
in any direction, from a turntable 
on top of the truck. 


Equipment has not been fully in- 
stalled in the new truck, and some 
of the former Engine 1’s accoutre- 
ments will be transferred to it 
when the older truck is withdrawn 
from service. However, the new 
apparatus, as it stands now, is 
equipped with eight wooden lad- 
ders, one each of 50, 35, 12, and 16 
feet, and two each of 20 and 28 
feet. Other fire-fighting imple- 
ments include axes, hooks, shovels, 
forks, crowbars, tin cutters, as 
well as a booster pump and tank. 


New means of combating firesmay 
be employed with the use of a new 
type of folding ladder, 8 feet long, 
to be used mostly for inside work 
in cramped quarters. Dugas, a 
spray, particularly adapted to the 
counteracting of electrical fires, 
will be used for the first time by 
the local fire department. Whereas 
the old engine fought fires with 
gas alone, which could be ejected 
only at the pressure furnished by 
the tank itself, the new truck has 
a large well and hose line, and can 
throw water at any necessary pres- 
sure. Using water instead of gas, 
it can replenish its supply several 
times at the scene of a fire. 

It is planned to install on the new 
truck whatever is suitable of the

It’s Going to Hurt 


Yesterday some new taxes went 
into effect. Women who buy furs 
and cosmetics, and the men who 
pay the bills for the furs and cos- 
metics and also like to buy a little 
liquor besides, will find the 10 per- 
cent tax quite a serious addition to 
the family expenses. 

But that’s not all. That is only 
the beginning. There will be many 
more similar excise taxes and, in 
addition, Secretary Morgenthau 
has already scared the nation with 
his announcement of the proposed 
income tax changes. With the Fed- 
eral Government spending billions 
and billions of dollars on war ma- 
terials, it is obvious that the Fed- 
eral taxation program must be ex- 
panded to cover these enormous 
costs. The taxes that went into 
effect yesterday were mosly on 
items that can be considered luxu- 
ries, but the program is going to hit 
the necessities of life, too. Prices 
are going up at an alarming rate, 
and with industries being forced to 
pay heavier taxes and finding it 
difficult to get raw materials, there 
seems no possibility of a levelling 
off of the price structure. 


Next March 15 is going to be a 
difficult day for many people. Those 
who have paid taxes on their in- 
comes before will probably find 
that they have to pay a great deal 
more this time; and, furthermore, 
the exemption limits will probably 
be reduced to include thousands 
and thousands of people who never 
had to pay before. That money has 
to come from somewhere. Wages 
haven’t increased anywhere near 
as much as prices and taxes have. 
With less to spend, we shall have 
to find somewhere in our budget a 
great deal of money for income 
taxes. 

This means that this year, more 
than ever, we here in Andover are 
going to have to be very, very care- 
ful about what we spend at town 
meeting. If the Federal Government 


is taking most of our taxation 
money, we will have far less to 
spend for our local taxes. Our rate 


in Andover went down a dollar this 
year. It’s got to go down much 
more next year, and that is going 
to mean an organized effort in cut- 
ting expenditures and limiting spe- 
cial appropriations wherever they 
are not absolutely necessary. 


(Not many people thave editorial 
columns to write in, but most 
people have thoughts they’d like to 
put in an editorial column. This 
week these thoughts were confided 
to us. Why don’t you write in your 
opinion on them? Publication of 
these editorial thoughts does not 
necessarily mean Townsman en- 
dorsement of them.) 


Why don’t you write an editorial 
about: Removing the car tracks on 
Main street? A comparison between 
some of the streets in Lawrence 
and in Haverhill would not be par- 
ticularly flattering to Andover, for 
in those two cities, with W. P. A. 
assistance, they have removed the 
rails—or completely covered them 
—so that the danger of serious ac- 
cidents from slippery car rails has 
been entirely averted. Certainly, 
here in Andover, we have spent

money to far less public advantage 
than it would be spent on such a 
project as removing the street car 
rails. Granted that the condition 
near the mouth of Argilla road was 
bad from a traffic standpoint, isn’t 
it far better to spend our money 
first? Certainly the traffic on Main 
street is so very much more heavy 
on the more serious traffic hazards 
than that on Andover street that 
there should be no doubt which 
project should come first in the list 
of necessary jobs to be done. 


Why don’t you write an editorial 
about: The way the Andover police, 
at times, go out of their way to help 
strangers in town? One man from 
out of town told me that on Sunday 
night, quite late, he had a flat tire 
in front of the Memorial Hall Li- 
brary and the police were very co- 
operative in helping him out of the 
difficulty which has arisen because 
of the seven o’clock closing of ser- 
vice stations. A lady at the same 
time had a flat tire in another sec- 
tion of the town and they proved 
equally as obliging in this case. 
Such action on the part of our po- 
lice officers makes a very favorable 
impression on outsiders, and it is 
something that the town of An- 
dover should be very grateful for. 


Why don’t you write an editorial 
about: The absolute lack of enforce- 
ment of the Board of Health rules 
on garbage collection. Under Sec- 
tion 4 of Chapter 15 of the local 
Board of Health rules and regula- 
tions, garbage collected or carried 
through the streets “shall be put 
and carried in a closed covered ve- 
hicle, box or container, from which 
no odors can escape and shall at all 
times when not necessarily opened 
to deposit such refuse be kept se- 
curely covered.” Many of the gar- 
bage collectors in Andover fail to 
comply in any way with this regu- 
lation which is a very wise one and 
which should be enforced. If the 
police officers in town see any of 
these uncovered trucks it should be 
their duty to stop the drivers and 
warn them that a second offense will 
cour action. If the police officers 
haven’t seen such trucks, ‘there 
must ibe something wrong, for 
everybody else in town sees them 
several times a week. 


This

Towering aspirations are those of 
the Townsman cameraman, Donald 
Look. Most uplifting news of the 
week was the arrival of the new 
aerial ladder truck, and as Donald 
saw it lift its 65 feet of ladder sky- 
ward, he decided that he couldn’t 
let a mechanical monster like that 
best him, Anybody could take a pic- 
ture from the ground looking up at 
that thing; he decided to take one 
from up looking down.
